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REMARKS 

Claims 1, 7, and 24 have been cancelled. Claims 2, 3, 8, 9, 25, and 26 have been amended. 
Claims 2 - 6, 8 - 1 8, and 25 - 26 are pending in this Application. Reconsideration and further 
examination is respectfully requested. 

Specification 

The disclosure was objected to because of an informality. On page 11. line 15, "Fig. 9" 
has been changed to "Fig. 10" to correct the informality. 



Haim Objections 

Claims 8 and 26 were objected to because of informalities. In claim 8, line 1, "to" has 
been inserted after "coupled" to correct the informality. In claim 26, "modules" has been changed 
to "module" as suggested to correct the informality.

Allowable Subject Matter

respectfully request allowance of all pending claims 2 - 6, 8 - 1 8, and 25 - 26.
